‘  ‘I  have  also  seen  them  pluck  out  rab¬ 
bits,  birds  and  other  farms  of  animal 
life  from  impossible  places.  They  would 
do  things  before  your  eyes  that  were 
marvelous  to  us  and  to  all  the  natives, 
for  of  course  the  natives  believe  implic¬ 
itly  in  the  supernatural  powers  of  their 
medicine  man. 

“But  the  strangest  thing  1  saw  hap¬ 
pened  on  board  my  ship  one  day.  There 
were  about  100  of  these  natives  aboard. 
One  of  the  naiivei,  a  girl,  fell  flown 
with  a  hemorrhage  and  vomited  blood 
all  around.  The  blood  came  from  her 
lungs  in  streams  She  was  lying  there 
on  the  deck  as  pale  as  death,  sfad  I 
thought  that  she  would  die  there,  so  I 
rushed  a  man  off  to  get  Dr.  Teamans, 
the  Bear’s  surgeon. 

“Before  the  doctor  oould  get  there 
the  chief  medicine  man  rushed  out,  and, 
going  to  the  girl,  he  blew  first  into  one 
ear  and  then  fnto  the  other,  and  then 
tapped  her  on  the  chin,  and  she  got  up 
and  was  all  Tight  again,  and  she  began 
dancing  srofend  on  the  Ship  as  healthy 
and  active  all  though  there  had  never 
been  the  least  thing  the  matter  with 
her.

Cuulnr  and  Pmasvlng  Fruit. 

Peaches,  quinces  and  pears  should  be 
pared  thinly  and  halved  or  quartered. 
The  stones  and  skins  of  peaches  can  be 
boiled  in  the  water  to  be  used  for  sirup 
and  strained  before  adding  the  sugar. 
The  cores  and  skins  of  quinces  can  be 
used  in  the  same  way,  making  a  rich 
colored  sirup.  Small  pears  are  often 
canned  without  peeling.  Plums  should 
be  pricked  with  a  large  needle  to  pre¬ 
vent  tbe  skins  from  bursting. 

Preserved  fruit  is  richer  than  canned, 
requiring  more  sngar  and  less  oooking. 
The  fruit  should  be  oooked  in  a  porce¬ 
lain  lined  kettle  in  the  sirup  and  then 
filled  into  jars.  Peaches,  pears,  plums 
and  quinces  are  more  likely  to  lose  their 
shape  and  to  acquire  a  different  flavor 
than  conned  fruit  has. 

In  addition  to  tbe  foregoing  items 
from  Good  Housekeeping  is  gleaned  the 
following :  When  ready  to  All  the  jars, 
wrap  a  hot,  wet  cloth  around  the  jar  or 
set  it  in  a  pan  half  full  of  hot  water. 
Ffll  to  the  brim  with  fruit  and  sirup  in 
equal  quantities  Put  on  the  rubber  and 
fasten  the  oover  on  tightly.  A 
mouthed  funnel  and  a  glass  or  tin  cup 
are  necessary  in  filling  the  jam

intervals 

This  is  tbe  cose  with  both  tbe  oboa 
and  the  flute.  The  charge  is  probably 
true  that  the  curious  tickling  of  the 
lips  that  is  caused  by  tbe  double  reed 
mouthpieca  of  the  instrument  frequent¬ 
ly  causes  caocer. 

The  eminent  scientist  Who  has  dis¬ 
covered  these  thiags  about  the  compar¬ 
atively  harmless  oboe  should  now  as¬ 
certain  whether  accordion  and  concer¬ 
tina  playing  does  not  superinduce  mus¬ 
cular  paralysis  in  on  aggravated  and  in- 
incurable  form.
